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STATION  RETAIL  COMMUNITY  VENDOR  MARKET  PERMIT 

THIS  PERMIT,  dated  for  reference  purposes  only,  September  X2?^2018,  is 
made  by  and  between  THE  LOS  ANGELES  COUNTY  METROPOLITAN 
TRANSPORTATION  AUTHORITY,  a  public  agency  existing  under  the  authority  of  the 
State  of  California  ("MTA"),  and  CITY  OF  LOS  ANGELES,  OFFICE  OF  COUNCILMAN 
GIL  CEDILLO  ("Permittee")  The  parties  agree: 


For  the  consideration  hereinafter  stated,  the  parlies  agree  as  follows: 


1.  The  MTA  hereby  permits  Permittee  to  enter  upon  the  real  property  ("Property") 
located  at  Westlake  /  MacArthur  Park  Red  Line  Station  Plaza  area,  City  of 
Los  Angeles,  State  of  California,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions, 
as  shown  on  the  depiction  of  premises  as  attached  on  Exhibit  “A”. 

2.  Permittee's  right  to  enter  the  Property  is  non-exclusive  and  personal  to  Permittee, 
its  agents,  employees  and  invitees  and,  therefore  is  not  assignable.  This  Permit 
allows  members  of  the  Union  Popular  de  Vendedores  Ambulantes  (UPVA  or 
Union)  and  Central  City  Neighborhood  Partners  (CCNP)  the  fiscal  agent  for  the 
Community  Vendor  Market  to  place  thirty-five  (35)  booths  to  occupy  the  Site  at 
any  one  time  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Permitted  Use  defined  in 
Paragraph  6.1  below  and  including  all  additional  requirements  under.  Exhibit 
“B”  -  Insurance  requirements,  “C”  -  City  of  Los  Angeles,  Criteria  for 
Community  Market  Membership  and  “D”  -  County  of  Los  Angeles, 
Environmental  Health,  Community  Event  Requirements,  attached  and 
included  as  part  of  this  permit. 

3.  This  Permit  is  granted  to  Permittee  its  agents,  employees  and  invitees  to  enter 
ONLY  the  following  specific  area  or  areas  as  indicated  in  Paragraph  1  above. 

4.  Term.  The  term  of  this  Permit  shall  be  for  a  one  (1)  month  period  commencing 
September  1,  2018  and  ending  December  31,  2018,  unless  earlier  terminated 
by  MTA  or  Permittee  as  hereinafter  provided.  No  holding  over  shall  be  permitted. 
Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  issuance  of  this  Permit  does  not  create 
any  entitlement  to  future  Permits  upon  expiration  or  termination.  No  extension  is 
permitted.  Permittee  must  request  a  new  permit  which  shall  be  issued  based  on 
the  MTA’s  review  and  approval  and  the  current  Vendor  Policy. 

5.  Fees.  Permittee  shall  immediately  pay  the  total  of  $3,000.00  at  beginning  of 
the  term,  for  use  of  the  Site  covered  by  this  permit.  (Paid  under  Warrant 
#0300836668  dated  March  20, 2018). 
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6.  USE

6.1  Permitted  Use.  The  Peimitted  Use  of  the  Site  shall  be  for  a  City 
supported  and  organized  Community  Vendor  Market  with  fliirty-five  (35  - 
10  X  10)  tents  to  be  assigned  by  Pemtittee,  as  Thirty  (30)  General 
Merchandise  and  Five  (5)  Steamed  Food  Cart  Vendors  supplied  with  a 
propane  tank  writh  no  on*site  grilling  or  cutting  up  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 

The  placement  of  two  (2)  porta-potUes  and  one  (1)  hand  sink  for  Pennittee 
and  permitted  vendors  only,  wMch  must  be  maintained  on  a  frequent  basis 
and  secured  and  lodced  at  all  times.  Keys  to  porta-potfes  are  to  be  stored 
at  the  UPVA/  Uttion  booth. 

6.2  Specified  Use.  Permittee  shall  use  toe  Site  for  the  Permitted  Use  and  no 
other  use.  MTA  may  reasonably  prohibit  the  sale  of  specie  items  by 
Permittee.  The  ffollowlna  uses  are  specHIcallv  prohibited: 

a.  Sales  or  distribution  of  alcoholic  beverages,  tobacco  products,  gum, 
popcorn,  peanuts,  sunflower  seeds,  pistechio  nuts,  or  any  other 
kind  of  food  contolned  vtdthin  a  shell; 

b.  Sales  or  distribution  of  illegal  and  or  legal  drugs  or  food  products 
categorized  for  medicinal  purpose; 

c.  Sales  or  distribution  of  illegal  produced  or  pirated  products; 

d.  Sales  of  hot  or  cold  food  Hems  in  the  station  mezzanine  and 
platform  areas  (excluding  the  Plaza  level); 

e.  No  salM  of  drink  orfood  products  in  glass  bottles  or  containers; 

f.  Sales  or  distribution  of  pornographic  or  sexually  explidt 
newspapers,  magazines  or  books* 

g.  Sales  of  live  animals  (birds,  rutiles,  dogs,  cats,  etc); 

h.  Burning  of  candies  or  incense; 

i.  Parking  of  autmnobiie; 

j.  Storage  of  tents,  carts,  tables,  chairs,  supplies  and  or  equipment; 

k.  Storage  of  any  hazardous  materials,  flammable  liquids  in  bulk  or 
handling  or  storage  of  any  erqilosive  materials. 
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The  uses  permitted  by  this  Permit  shall  be  completely  mobile  or  removable,  and 
all  sales  shall  be  conducted  from  a  table  or  mobile  cart  that  may  be  removed 
from  the  Site  by  hand.  The  cart  used  by  Permittee's  Vendors  shall  be  in 
conq)liance  with  all  applicable  tews,  ordinances,  orders,  rules,  r^ulations  and 
requirements  of  federal,  state  and  local  governmental  authorities  and  agendas; 
and  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  term  hereof.  Permittee  vnll  secure  or  have 
secured  all  necessary  licenses  and  other  permits  required  by  such  governmental 
auttiorities  and  agencies. 

MTA  reserves  the  right  to  prohibit  any  product  or  activity  that  would  interfere  with 
MTA's  rules,  regulations,  polides,  station  and  or  partdng  lot  operation,  or  patron 
flow  or  safety. 

All  products  sold  by  Permittee  shall  be  dispensed  in  closed  or  resealable 
containers.  For  example,  feed  items  shall  be  sold  in  bags  or  doseable  boxes; 
coffee  shall  be  dispensed  in  cups  with  lids,  sodas  or  other  drinks  shall  be  sold 
only  in  resealable  plastic  bottles. 


Permittee  shall  keep  their  designated  area  in  a  neat  and  organized  manner.  All 
clothing  items  must  be  folded  and  dispteyed  in  an  organized  manner.  It^ns  are 
prohfeited  from  teing  hung  from  the  covered  tent 

Permittee  shall  a)ver  their  display  tables  vaXh  the  required  same  color  sdieme  of 
yellow  table  covers  and  white  canopy  (10  X 10)  tents.  Umbrellas  must  be  of  ttie 
same  color. 

Permittee  shall  be  required  to  have  a  functioning  cellular  telephone  in  order  to 
communicate  immediately  vrith  local  fire,  seoirity  and  police  personnel. 

Pennittee  shall  post  a  sign  to  be  approved  by  MTA  which  shall  be  posted  and 
visible  at  all  times,  stating  that  no  drinking  of  beverages,  eating  of  food,  or 
smokir^  is  allowed  in  Metro  stations  or  on  Metro  buses  or  trains. 

Permittee  will  be  given  one  copy  of  this  permit  that  will  provide  evidence  of  the 
r^httobeonthe  Site. 

Pennittee  agrees,  that  its  duly  designated  representatives  has  fuHy  examined  the 
Premises  and  accepts  the  use  and  occupancy  thereof  with  fell  knowledge  of  the 
conditions  thereof,  and  agrees  that  MTA  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss,  injury  to 
persons  or  property  damage  caused  by  or  resulting  from  the  condition  of  state  of 
repair  of  the  subject  Premises. 
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6.3  ComDiiancejfldttiiAW.  Permittee  shall  comply  with  all 
applirable  laws,  statute,  zoning  restrictions  and  ordinances.  In  addition, 
Permittee  shall  comp^  vdth  all  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  MTA 
for  the  operation  of  its  parldng  lots  and  passenger  stations  and  plazas, 
Induding  but  not  limited  to  safety  and  sanitary  regutettons  and  the  Use  of 
MTA  Property  for  Commercial  Activities  Policy.  Permittee  and  employees 
may  be  required  to  attend  MTA  Safety  Training.  Prior  to  the 
commencement  of  the  t^  hereof.  Permittee  shall  pay  all  license  and 
permit  fees  necessary  or  required  by  law  for  the  conduct  of  its  operations. 

6.4  Utlliti^  and  Parldna.  MTA  will  furnish  no  restroom  fedtities  or  utilities. 
No  space  is  provided  for  vehicle  or  truck  parking  for  Permittee’s  operation 
and/or  transportation  use. 

6.5  Removal  of  Waste.  Permittee  shall,  at  Permittee's  own  e)q)ense,  be 
responsible  for  the  daily  removal  of  all  waste,  water,  trash,  rubbteh,  and 
food  smd  beverage  spills  resulting  from  the  operation  of  mr  sates  from 
Permittee's  cart,  rdthin  a  radius  of  fifty  feet,  and  shall  not  use  MTA  refuse 
containers.  Permittee  is  prohibited  from  removing  any  waste  or  rectydable 
materials  from  MTA's  refuse  containers. 


6.6  Stans. 


a.  Permittee  shall  affix  the  signs  approved  by  the  MTA,  under 
Paragraph  6.1  of  this  Permit,  in  a  dsible  location.  Permittee  may 
also  affix  signs  of  advertisement  of  items  sold  in  a  visible  location. 

b.  Permittee  shall  not  affix  signs  or  advertisements  to  the  top  of 
Permittee's  carts,  or  hand  signs  or  advertisements  other  titan  on 
the  panels  of  Permittee's  carts;  except  that  shingle-type  or  other 
foldout  signs  may  be  permitted  if  such  signs  do  not  extend  beyond 
one  foot  from  the  side  of  the  car  and  such  signs  do  not  pose  a 
safety  hazard. 

6.7  Houia  of  Operation.  Permittee's  hours  of  operation,  that  is  time  during 
whidt  Permittee  may  occupy  the  Site  pursuant  to  this  Permit  shall  be  from 
7:00  am  to  7:00  pm.  Permittee  shall  not  enter  upon  the  Site  prior  to  6riMI 
am  and  shall  be  off  the  Site  and  dear  of  the  MTA  station  in  which  tiie  Site 
is  located,  induding  completion  of  Permittee's  dean  up  of  the  Site,  by  8:00 
pm.  Permittee  shall  be  poomitt^  to  ojrerate  everyday  of  the  week. 

Permittee  is  required  to  prodde  two  (2)  security  officers,  at  a  minimum, 
one  (1)  security  officer  must  be  present  on-site  at  ail  times  during 
permitted  hours  of  operation.

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Conduct  of  Buslnass.  Permittee  shall  be  responsible  for  any  and  all 
customer  complaints  and  courteously  handle  such  ccmiplalnts  an^or 
requests  for  refonds.  When  Pmmittee  responds  to  customer  ctmiplainls 
andAMT  requests.  Permittee  shall  respond  in  a  courteous  business  like 
manner  vdthout  the  use  of  abusive  language  and/or  mannerisms.  Any 
such  complaints  revived  by  MTA  vrould  be  noted  on  Permitees  file  and 
subject  to  tenninatlon.  If  Permittee  receives  three  (3)  complaints  durii^ 
the  t«nm  of  their  Permit.  Permit  imiy  be  subject  to  immediate  termination 
and  Permittee  may  not  be  permit  to  partidpate  in  future  Vending 
opportunittes. 

6.9  Siiftftftftft  of  Business.  Permittee  assumes  full  responsibilib/  for  the 
success  of  it  business  on  flie  Site  and  understands  that  MTA  mates  no 
representation  regarding  the  potential  volume  or  prospective  profitabilibr  of 
Permittee’s  inidness  operation  on  the  Site.  MTA  shall  in  no  event  be 
responsible  for  or  liable  for  smy  loss  of  profits  or  business,  or  for  any 
receivership,  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  insolvency  or 
bankruptcy  of  Permittee  due  to  the  temporary  or  permanent  cessation,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  of  MTA  revmnue  sentice,  or  due  to  any  Pause  whateoever. 
whether  or  not  attributable  to  MTA  directly  or  indirectly,  in  sdioie  or  in  part 

7.0  Relocation.  MTA,  in  its  sole  discretion,  may  relocate  Permittee  \Arithin  the  same 
MTA  station  site,  if  MTA  determines  that  the  needs  of  MTA  require  such  location 
for  a  Joint  Development  Project  or  its  transit  operations.  Sudi  relocation  shall  be 
determined  by  MTA  that  does  not  interfore  with  MTA  Joint  Development  Project 
transit  operations,  rules,  r^utetions,  polldes  traffic  and  patron  flow,  sa^  or 
parking  lot  operations.  MTA  shall  give  thirty  (30)  days  notice  in  writing  to 
Permi^e  to  relocate  within  station  site. 

Permittee  hereby  expressly  recogni^  and  agrees  that  the  Property  is  subject  to 
public  projects  and  pn^rams  which  may  be  implemented  by  MTA  or  otii«r  public 
agencies,  and  that  Permittee’s  use  of  the  Premises  under  this  Permit  te  an 
interim  use.  Accordir^ly,  Permittee  further  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees 
tiiat  in  the  event  MTA  termiimtes  this  Permit  and  requires  Permittee  to  vacate  tiie 
Ptmnises  for  sudi  a  project  or  pn^ram.  Permittee  is  not  entitled  to  receive  any 
retocation  assistance,  moidng  expenses,  goodrMlI  or  other  payments  under  the 
Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act  of 
1970,  as  amended,  42  U.S.C.  §4601  et  s^.  andtor  the  CaOfomia  Relocation 
Assistance  Law,  as  amended,  Catifomte  Government  Code  §7260  et  seq.  as  a 
result  of  such  termination  and  vacation  of  tfte  Property. 

8.  Improvements.  Pemiittee  shall  not  make  any  Improvements  or  aKemations 
to  the  Site. 
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9.  indemniticatton.  Permittee,  on  behalf  of  its  successors  and  ass^ns,  shall 
indemni^.  defend  release  and  forev^  hold  harmless  MTA  ami  its  officers,  agents 
and  employees,  licensees  and  in>dtees  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  claims, 
demands,  liabilities,  penalties,  liens,  claims  of  lien,  damages  (including 
consequential  damages),  costs  and  e)q)ens^,  which  MTA  may  sustain,  incur  or 
become  liable  for,  induding  vnttuHit  limitation,  loss  of  or  damage  to  property  or 
injury  to  or  deatii  of  any  person  or  persons  by  whomsoever  It  is  caused,  arising 
out  of  or  in  any  manner  connected  with  Permittee's  use  of  the  Property  or 
exerdse  of  this  Permit 

MTA  shall  not  be  responsible  tor  the  loss  of  or  damage  to  any  property  of 
Permittee  on  MTA  property  under  thte  Permit 

Permittee  shall  retain  copies  of  ament  certificate  of  insurance  and  application 
forms  tor  each  Community  Market  Vendor  should  MTA  request  a  copy; 

1 0.  Permittee,  at  its  sole  cost  and  ^ense,  shall  obtain  and  maintain  in  toll  force  and 
effect  during  the  Term  of  tois  Permit  insurance  as  required  by  the  MTA  in  the 
accounts  and  coverage  spedfied  and  issued  by  insurance  companies  as 
described  on  Exhibit  *'B".  MTA  reserves  the  right  throughout  the  Term  of  tfiis 
Permit  to  review  and  change  the  amount  and  type  of  insurance  coverage  it 
requires  in  connection  with  this  Permit  Prior  to  entering  the  Property,  Permittee 
shall  tomidr  MTA  vffih  irwurance  coverages  of  the  insurance  required  to  be 
maintained  hoeunder.  MTA  shall  not  be  liable  tor  the  payment  of  any  premiums 
or  assessments  tor  insurance  reqitired  to  be  maintained  by  Permittee  under  this 
Pemrittee. 

Permittee  shall  not  enter  upon  MTA's  Property  until  advised  by  MTA  that  the 
evidence  of  insurance  furnished  above  is  satlsfectory  to  MTA 

11.  Inspection.  The  MTA  may  insp^  the  Site  covered  by  the  Permit  at  any  or  all 
times. 

12.  Default  A  failure  by  Permittee  to  comply  vwth  any  pro\dsions  of  this  Permit 
shall  constitute  a  default  of  this  Permit 


13.  Termination. 

13.1  Immediate  Termination  for  Default  In  the  event  of  any  default  by 
Permittee,  MTA  may  at  any  time  thereafter,  without  limiting  MTA  in  toe 
exerdse  of  any  right  or  remedy  at  law  or  in  equity  that  MTA  may  have  by 
reason  of  such  default,  immediately  terminate  tois  Permit. 

The  MTA  may  terminate  tois  Permit  immediately  and  be  relieved  of  any 
farther  performance  if  Pemnittee  fails  to  pertonn  any  covenant  herein 
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contained  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  Iwrein  provided  or  if  MTA  or  any 
other  person  discovers  any  dai^erous  condifion  on  the  Site. 

13.2  Termination  or  ModHicallQajfojLCoii^^  The  MTA.  at  its  role 

discretion,  may  terminate  this  Permit  fbr  the  MTA’s  convenience,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  at  any  time  upon  30  days  written  notice  to  Permittee.  The  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Permit  may  be  modified  by  MTA  at  any  time  and  in 
any  manner  upon  notice  to  Permittro.  Permittee  may  also  terminate  this 
Permit  at  any  time  upon  30  days  written  notice  to  MTA. 

Upon  termination  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall  remove  from  the  Site  all  personal 
property  or  other  material  or  items  piaced  or  allowed  to  be  placed  thereon  and 
restore  the  Site  to  sutotantiai^  their  former  condition,  and  in  the  event  Permittee 
fedls  to  do  so,  MTA  may  make  sudi  removal  or  restorafion  for  the  account  and  at 
the  role  crot  of  Permitee.  No  termination  hereof  shall  release  Permittee,  or  the 
legal  representative,  sucoesscu'  or  rosignees  of  Permittee  from  any  ItebSify  or 
obligation  hereunder,  whether  of  indemnify  or  otheivrise.  resulting  from  any  acts, 
omissions,  or  evente  happing  prior  to  Permittee  vacating  the  Premises  and 
returning  possession  to  MTA. 


14.  Non-interfeience.  Permittee  shall  not  interfere  with  any  of  MTA's  normal 
activities  and  shall  promptly  remove  any  vehide  or  equipment  that  might  be  a 
source  of  interference  to  MTA's  operations.

17.1  Taxes  and  Assessments.  Permittee  shall  pay  all  taxes  and 
assessments  of  whatever  character  that  may  be  levied  or  charged  on  the 
Permittee’s  facility  or  its  operation  hereunder,  including  any  possessory 
interest  taxes  that  may  be  applicable  to  its  interest  in  or  occupation  of  the 
Site. 

17.2  Non-Discrimination.  Permittee  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  that  no 
person  on  the  grounds  of  race,  color,  religion  or  national  origin  shall  be 
excluded  from  participation  in,  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  otherwise 
subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  use  of  the  Site. 


18.  Conflict  of  Interest  The  parties  hereto  agree  that  to  their  knowledge,  no 
Board  member,  officer  or  employee  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Metropolitan 
Transportation  Authority  has  any  financial  interest,  in  this  transaction,  and  that  if 
any  such  interest  comes  to  the  knowledge  of  either  party  at  any  time,  full  and 
complete  disclosure  of  all  such  information  will  be  made  in  writing  to  the  other 
party  or  parties,  even  if  such  interest  would  not  be  considered  a  conflict  of 
interest  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

19.  Entire  Agreement.  This  Permit  is  the  entire  agreement  of  the  parties.  Permittee 
represents  that  in  entering  into  this  Station  Retail  Permit  it  has  not  relied  on  any 
previous  representations,  inducements,  or  understanding  of  any  kind  of  nature. 
No  obligations  other  than  those  set  forth  herein  will  be  recognized. 

This  agreement  may  be  amended  only  in  writing  signed  by  the  parties  hereto.

TEMPORARY  FOOD  FACIUTIES 


Health  permit: 

o  PerniK  posted  at  the  Temporary  Food  Fadnty  (TFF). 

Food: 

o  Ingredients  are  purchased  from  approved  sources  and  prepared  in  the  TFF  or  a  permitted  food 
facUify. 

o  AO  pr^entialiy  hazardous  foods  (PHF)  are  held  at  or  below  45*F  or  at  or  above  1 35T. 

o  Ad^uate  supply  of  ice  to  keep  food  cold  and  a  separate  supply  of  ice  to  serve  In  drinks. 

o  Food  stored  at  least  6  inches  above  the  floor. 

Dish  washing  sink: 

o  A  threeKx>mpartment  ^nk  available  to  wash,  rinse,  and  sanitize  utensils  if  open  foods  are 
handled. 

o  Dish  washing  sink  has  hot  (120*F)  and  cold  water  running  water,  overhead  protection,  and  is 
connected  to  the  sewer  or  a  holding  tank. 

o  Detergent  and  (hiorine  bleach  or  other  approved  sanitizer  is  available  to  wash,  rinse  and 
sanitize  equipment  and  utensils. 

Hand  washing  sink: 

o  A  self  contained  portable  sink  with  5  gallons  of  warm  water  (100’F),  liquid  soap,  single  use 
towels,  and  a  trash  container  are  available  in  the  TFF. 

o  For  events  of  three  days  or  less  a  gra\f^fed  container  (with  a  catch  basin)  that  can  provide  a 
continuous  stream  of  warm  water  (100*1^  may  be  used  In  place  of  a  portable  sink. 

Food  bootii: 

Ail  Food  Booths: 

o  Booth  has  overhead  protection  and  a  floor  of  concrete,  asphalt,  or  wood. 

Food  Booths  vrith  open  foods: 

o  Booth  has  fiwir  walls  of  solid  material  or  16  mesh  per  square  inch  screen.  Pass  through 
windows  for  customer  ser>flce  are  216  square  inches  or  less. 

o  Alternatively,  TFFs  offering  samples  may  maintain  samples  in  covered  containers. 

o  Barbecues,  grills,  or  other  approved  out^or  coching  equipment  are  located  adjacent  to  the 
TFF  and  with  a  barrier  to  prevent  public  access. 

Additional  information  regarding  the  requirements  for  community  events,  including  variances  to  the 

requirement  for  one  dishwashing  sink  per  four  TFFs  with  food  preparation,  is  available  in  the 
Requirements  for  Cfommunity  Events  booklet

COMMUNITY  EVENT  REQUIREMENTS  CHECKUST 
EVENT  ORGANIZERS 


Health  permit: 

o  Orgaidzar  permit  and  approved  plot  plan  are  available  at  the  event, 
o  Ail  TFFs  operating  at  the  evmit  have  obtained  permits. 

Food  employee  toilet  facilities: 

o  One  (1)  toilet  for  eadt  15  food  employees  is  lormted  vdthin  200  feet  of  each  TFF. 
o  One  (1)  hand  washing  sink  vdth  warm  water  (100°F),  liqidd  soap,  single  use  towels,  smd  a 
tiaSh  crmtainer  for  towel  waste  is  avaiteble  for  every  toileL 

Public  toilet  feclllties: 

o  Adequate  toilet  feciiities  (permanent  or  portable)  are  avaiiabie  for  public  use. 
o  One  hand  washing  dnk  is  avateble  for  every  four  (4)  toilets.  Sinks  are  stodced  with  liqidd 
stmp.  dngle  use  towels,  and  a  trash  contabier  for  towel  waste. 

Dteh  washing  sinks: 

o  25  gallons  of  potd)le  water  is  avaitedde  for  rach  TFF  udng  the  dish  washing  sink, 
o  No  more  than  fourTFFs  vdth  food  pr^ration  share  a  dish  washfog  dnk. 
o  Sinte  have  hot  (120*F)  and  cold  running  water  and  are  properly  connected  to  the  sewer 
system  or  holdir^  tanks. 


Hand  washing  sinks: 

o  Sea  tonporary  food  fedRtiessecHon. 


Liquid  waste: 

o  A  sewage  transport  vehide  is  avdiabte  (on  call)  to  service  portable  kdlets  and  remove  liquid 
waste  from  slnk^  holding  tanks. 

Trash/waste: 

o  Trash  containers  with  watert^t  piasSc  bag  inserts  are  available  adjacent  to  TFFs  and 
foroughout  the  event  as  needed. 

o  Tradi  containers  are  empti&l  and  bags  r^laced  on  a  r^ular  basis  to  prevent  a  nuisance. 
Animals: 

o  Animals  are  malnidned  at  least  20  feet  away  from  TFFs  (exc^t  serdce  animals), 
o  Animal  waste  from  petting  zoos  or  ofoer  animal  attracdons  is  removed  on  a  daily  basis  and 
stored  in  a  coveted  container. 

The  event  organizer  is  not  required  to  pro^de  booths,  did)  washing  dnks,  or  hand  washing  facilities 
to  each  indh^dual  TFF  operator;  however  it  is  the  organizer’s  re^n8ibi%  to  ensure  flrat  TFF 
operators  have  ai^rov^  booOis  and  required  dish  wasMng  and  harul  washing  fedlKtos  prior  to  the 
dart  of  toe  cmimuni^  event
